Isaac Stem, twenty-five year old 
violinist, has set forth on his fourth 
concert tour under the guidance 
of St. Hurock. 

More than fifty concerts, among 
them guest appearances with seven 
symphony orchestras, will take him 
to California and back by mid- 
April. His solo concert In Carne- 
gie Hall in December will mark 
the completion of the first leg of 
his journey. 

Bom in Russia, Mr. Stern was 
brought to San Francisco by his 
parents at the age of one. His 
parents loved music and he began 
to study piano at the age of six, 
but when he was eight he demand- 
ed a violin. As a boy pt ejpven he 
made his local debut as a violinist, 
and then he went on to guest ap- 
pearances. After his first New York 
performance, he began to^foUow the 
concert route. 

Last year, he made two U.S.O. 
tours-^neito the South Pacific Jn 
the first concert unit to play there, 
where he played 61 concerts before 
145,000 servicemen. Next he went 
to Hawaii- to ientectain -jthe-cmea 
stationed there. 
.After this,, he visited. Northern 
Canada,'. Greenland and Iceland, 
where he played to small groups 
at weather stations and observation 
posts. In Iceland, he played the 
only full-dress concert in his tours. 

His leisure time is spent playing 
fiddles, usually minus a shring or 
two, some pegs, and with cracks 
in many places, which he finds In 
the pawnshops of the cities where 
he plays.

League Official to Talk Here 
On Palestine and Post-war Era 

J. C. MacDonald Will Speak in Union Btdlropm Monday 
On Rehabilitation and Immigration Question; - 
Was FormwtMvuSa^te^Roosevelt 



James G. *MacDonald, former 
League of Nations High Commis- 
sioner for German Refugees and 
chairman of President Roosevelt's 
Advisory Committee for political 
refugees, will speak on the subject 
of "Palestine and the Post-War 
World" in the Union Ballroom on 
Monday, October 22, at 8.15 p.m. 
The ineeting will be sponsored 
jointly by the Inter-Varsity Chris- 
tian Fellowship the Student Chris- 
tian Movement and the Hlllel Foun- 
dation, and will be open to all 
students. 

Since 1933, when Hitler seized 
power In Germany the problem of 
settling displaced persons has been 
acute, and now, at the end of a six- 
year war has reached a stage where 
immediate action is vital, accord- 
ing to leading authorities. There 
are thousands of refugees now 
homeless and destitute on the con- 
tinent of Europe, many of ttiem, It 
has been reported by Earl G. Har- 
rison of the Inter-Governmental 
Refugee Committee, particularly the 
Jews, still living in the unbeliev- 
ably horrible conditions of the war- 



time concentration camps.. The 
task of finding a permeneht home 
for these survivors Is one which Is 
still far from solved. The British 
White Paper of 1939 has prevented 
an unlimited stream of Jewish im- 
migration to Palestine, thus block- 
ing escape for many.. ' 

Mr. MacDonald, who is familiar 
with the current situation through 
many months of work and research 
on the problem, strongly urges the 
opening of the doors of Palestine as 
the only plausible solution to the 
Twenty-five years of governmental 
and intergovernmental activities on 
behalf of refugees, he claims, drives 
home, this truUi. • ' i vÇ: . ,. /. ,. 

In an' address by Mr: Maèbbnald 
before the National Conference for 
Palestine, he stated, in his suggested 
program for action, "The Great 
Powers, particularly the United 
States, Great Britain, and Soviet 
Russia, must be made to understand 
that the tragedy of refugees consti- 
tutes a major problem, the solu- 
tion of which Is urgent In the In- 
terests of common humanity and 
vital in the making of a durable 
peace."

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For a Handful of Silver .... 

To tlie average man, ti»o announcement of tiie 
fall of tho atomic bomb on Hiroshima came 
like a miracle. , The secret of the atomic bomb_ 
has been one of the most closely guarded of this, 
war, and after its rclcose, men stood gaping in 
bewilderment. Their scope of vision had suddenly 
undergone a change, and, incapable of grasping 
this sweeping development from tho front page 
news story, men aslced each other what was hap 
pening. Would this new and destructive power 
demolish their world? How would it effect their 
little hopes and dreams? Where would it finally 
lead ... to ultimate destruction? 

It is unfortunate that this new force should 
, come forth in a world that has been wrapped in 
hatred and cruelty for so many years. It is 
equally unfortunate that it should have been 
released in. wartime, as the final destructive 
power, the power that not only ended tho war, 
but that did more damage in a single blow than 
any previous force had been capable of doing in 
a hundred. Newspapers showered the people with 
pictures of the demolishion that a few split atoms 
had been ab^c to create. Theories on how un- 
limited the powers of this force are, were pro 
ferred by some of our most highly respected pa 
pers and magazines. And all tho terms used to 
estimate its powers were terms of destruction. 

Then the scientists stepped in with more 
balance statements on the subject. They offered 
ideas on controlling tho new force to work for 
man rather than against him, plans for new 
developments in the scientific world, for new 
labour-saving devices, for .simplifying -the com 
plicated machinery of the electric and steam ago 
But these too were taken on the wings of imagia 
ation, and high flights of fancy drew peculiar 
automobiles and airships which would run for 
days on a few, grams of atomic energy. 

To view this new invention with anything ap' 
preaching a sane attitude, ono has only to recall 
the phrases of our grandparents as the first car 
sped merrily by them at 16-20 m.p.h. To remem- 
ber the amazement with which people greeted the 
sound of Alexander Graham Bell's voice coming^ 
from some ten or 20 miles distance. 'And then to 
think of tile acceptance with which we look upon 
the automobile and the telephone today. 

One must remember too, that the atomic 
bomb, as yet the only outcome of atomic energy, 
was not conceived by a genius on the spur of a 
moment's rage. It is the result of years of patient 
investigation and research on the part of many 
men. Scientists were endeavoring to split atoms 
long before the war started, or showed any indi- 
cation of starting. Tho advent of war merely 
speeded the research by enabling these men to 
obtain the necessary financial backing for more 
concentrated work. Even as Edison worked for 
years trying to find the right metal for the 
filament of the electric light bulb, so these men 
strove for years to discover the right combination 
of materials to produce atomic energy. 

The dangers of atomic energy cannot be over- 
emphasized, as the dangers of fire and electricity

I leave the details 
to the prospective author. 

For the second plot speculation should go 
backwards. Having stated in the first chapter, 
that the reason of the public indignation 
against the Jehovah's Witnesses waa their 
antNconserlptlonltt attitude during the war, 
the lecond chapter' can ihow the excellent 
war record of tome of the attackers: two, 
three, even four strenuous, tiring, struggling 
years in the Laurentlans. 

But we will say' no more. The plots are 
here. We -would like to see them used, and 
we look forward to reading the novels that 
will be written.

In an interview granted this 
afternoon to reporters of the Mc- 
Gill Dally, Andro dc Blonay, Gen> 
eral Secretary of International Stu- 
dent Service and of Europe Stu- 
dent Relief, talked about the gen- 
eral situation of European Univer- 
slUes and students, of what his 
work hat been among them, and 
of their plans for the future and 
for Europe. 

Andre de Blonay is a tall man of 
gentle, serious appearance and im* 
presses one as 'the scholarly intel- 
lectual rather than the active and 
vigorous leader of a movement 
which has played such a' magnifi- 
cent and heroic part in the resist- 
ance to Nazi oppression' and perse- 
cution. Tho work of the ISS has 
been truly outstanding all during 
the war, but, as Mr. Blonay em- 
phasized strongly. "The war was 
Jutt a prologue to the work which 
la now going to have to be donei" 
"There It great conviction and 
hope among European students 
and a wonderful feeling of inter* 
fellowship," said Mr. Blonay. "Tho 
experiences of the war have made 
them realize the true value of de- 
mocracy and of the things they 
have fought and suffered for so 
bitterly; however, the peace has 
brought its inevitable discourage, 
ment and disillusionment. The hor- 
rible deprivations being undergone 
throughout Europe, leave students 
bitter and frustrated. It is up to 
America to help them now, more 
than ever before and as quickly as 
possible for the events of this win- 
ter may decide the future of 
Europe and of the world." 

Among the various Universities 
described by Mr. Blonay, was tho 
University ol Caen. Caen Univer- 
sity was completely destroyed dur- 
ing the war— the buildings were 
utterly demolished, the students 
scattered, professors interned, exil 
ed and killed. On the 15th of No- 
vember, 1944, Caen University was 
reopened. There were no buildings, 




first came into man's grasp. But let us take a 
firmer attitude towards this new power. Granted 
it has unheard of powers, even as these other 
forces hod when they were first discovered, by 
control wc can learn to utilize it to advantage 
just as we have the others. 

^ That we must endeavor to control and use 
this force for our benefit has been stressed by 
many leading figures in the scientific and pol- 
itical worlds of our day. But one thing we must 
remember, to do this will mean a continuation of 
the research and investigation which brought 
atomic energy into being. And this research can- 
not follow the slow 'processes of the pre-war 
years. Too soon the secret of.atqmio energy will 
be in tho hands of all who care to know. 

Canada, as the source of the most '\dtal elë 
ment concerned in the development of atomic 
energy, should now take l]er place in the fore- 
ground of investigation into the resources of this 
power. Canada must finance her, scientists to a 
swift and sure knowledge of atomic energy and 
its possibilities for the future progress of our 
civilization. In our vast northern wastelands lies 
the source of that progress. Can wc, as citizens, 
stand idly by while others take advantage of our 
pppartufliticaî • - ■ ■

To the Editor, McGill Daily 

Dear Sir: in a letter to The Dally, 
Archibald Forrest and Cran Pratt 
suggested- that political clubs be 
formed at McGiU which would be 
openly partisan towards one or 
more of Canada's political parties. 
This is a question that has been 
debated for some time, with valid 
argument^ on both sides. 

It is true, that as university stu- 
dents we' should take an active, in- 
telligent interest In the world 
about us, and that we should form 
organized groups for the exchange 
of ideas. HoWcvcr, universities have 
tradiUonally remained somewhat 
aloof from the day-to-day clamor 
and intrigues of a busy Industrial 
and political world. To behave 
otherwise would be to risk becom- 
ing the plaything of popular farcy. 
It Is Inevitable that a club specif- 
ically associated with one Interest 
group would become involved ac- 
tively in partisan politics, elections, 
etc., carying with it the name of 
the university. Moreover, such clubs 
would always be open to the 
charges of outside financial aid, or 
even support by foreign powers. 

In general, the effect would be to 
set up warring factions within the 
university, rather than free dis- 
cussion groups. Certainly, in a 
world that Is so ravaged by prgani- 
zational conflict, we should attempt 
to maintain the unity, even if only 
on an academic level, of a 'umver- 
sity as a centre of high intellectt^l 
and cultural nchlevement. The uni- 
versity should be universally re- 
spected as a guardian of moral and 
social standards in a world of rap- 
idly changing ideologies. 

None of this should be interpret- 
ed as suggesting that individuals 
should not have strong personal 
political convictions of their own. 
or that they should refrain from 
persuading others to their point of 
view. A forum for such personal 
discussion should certainly be pro- 
vided by tht university. Individuals 
should feel perfectly free to voice 
any opinion they may hold, even 
if it be at variance with convent- 
ional thought and accepted institu- 
tions. 

In the past several clubs have 
cbncerned themselves chiefly with 
socio-economic-poliUcal problems. 
Ihe most important are tho Poli- 
Ucal Economy Club, the Interna- 
tional Relations Club, and the Mc- 
Gill Political Club. During the pre- 
sent session, the club which -will 
be most coticémed with ^rcct and 
immediate political problems will 
be the McGiU Political Club. Its 
activities win soon be publicized. I 
would strongly suggest to the 
obovc-mcntloncd' writers, and to 
any others who may be interested, 
that they participate in the pro- 
gram of ibis club, and contribute 
to its discussions.

Sir: The Epistle written In your 
column yesterday by Messrs. For- 
rest and Pratt must warm the hearts 
of every atheist, isolationist, and 
disgruntled student In the unlver 
sity. We wish them every success, 
and wish to congratulate them on 
their forthrightness in announcing 
what their leaders have not dared 
- to announce of late years, that the 
C.C.F/ is a socialist party. It must 
mukc them feel proud to be as 
sociated with a party in which 
their national secretary, Mr. Lewis, 
said that he did not take second 
place to Mr. Winch and Mr. Cam 
cron in advocating ultimate com- 
plete socialism, but that "at the 
present time, I am concerned with 
winning an election." Undoubted- 
ly many more students will be in- 
terested in becoming associated 
with men who are ' as capable as 
Mr. Lewis is in talking out of both 
sides of their mouth at the same 
time. They will be interested in 
spreading this sincerity in Canadi- 
• an politics, which no one who has 
read the above remark can fail 
to note. 

Those students who profess a 
belief in atheism will most certain- 
ly flock to the colours, as indeed 
they should. They are in complete 
agreement with the English Social- 
ist, Professor Karl Pearson, who 
said, "Can a greater gulf be ima- 
gined than really exists between 
current Christianity and the social- 
istic code?" and the American 
socialist, BeUort Bax who said, 
"The association ot Christianism 
with any form bt socialism la a 
mystery. No good socialist can be a 
Christian". I presume the reverse 
' is also true. 

All veterans should similarly rush 
to aid their brothers, the CCF. 
They will be proud to assoeiae with 
a party, which, at the very momteht 
that they were fighting and strug- 
« gling 'to maintain a foothold on the 
Normandy beaches, was passmg the 
following resolution: "Whereas the 
C.C.F. is a socialist party, and 
whereas the oflical policy of the 
British labour -party of coalition 
with the Conservative party com- 
, promised the working class struggle 
against capitalism in Great Britain, 
therefore be it strongly resolved 
that the Quebec CCF. declares 
strong disapproval of the contin- 
uation of its policy of collaboration 
' with the capitalistic government ot 
Great Britain." Veterans wlU rise 
with a unanimous voice to approve 
this valiant stand, and to assure 
them that defeat was much more 
preferable than a coalition of 
every shade of political thought to 
defeat the enemy. 

Isolationists, too, will find a soft 
spot 'in the CCF. for them. What 
isolationist could not line himself 
up with a leader who on the eve 
of Canada's declaration of war, 
offered the following constructive 
proposals^ to the government. I 
qule from Mr. Mj|2^»Coldwell's 
speech in the Hous^'of^Commons 



on September 9, 1039.. "The Co-op- 
erative Commonwealth Federation 
recognizes that Canada is now im- 
plicated In a struggle which may 
involve the survival of democratic 
institutions." It is interesting to 
note that they realized the serious- 
ness of the situation, but let me go 
on and show you what they pro- 
posed to do. "... her (Canada's) 
assistance overseas should be lim- 
ited to economic aid, and must not 
include the sending of any expedi- 
tionary force ... the CCF. places 
the following constructive pro- 
posals before the House. . . . These 
are: 1. , . . the expansion of war 
industries msut be strictly control- 
led. 2. Volunteers . . . should not 
be required to sign for overseas 
service. This practice now being 
followed is unwarranted, and 
should be abandoned, 3. No mili- 
tary participation overseas. 4. The 
CCF.. protests against the en- 
croachments on civil liberties 
which the government has already 
introduced. .. . ' itThese included 
measures depriving the spy the 
right of spying, by putting him un- 
der observaUon, or internment 
camps.)" 

Messrs. Forrest and Pratt will be 
in extremely good company, as they 
are fortunate in having in the Uni- 
versity, the Son ^f the National 
Chairman of the C.C.P., Prof. F. R 
Scott. They will be most interest- 
ed in the book "Social Planning For 
Canada," ot which he was one of 
the authors, and a book endorsed 
by the CCF. May I quote from 
page 225: "Wide powers placed in 
the hands of a central planning 
board undoubtedly Involve the pos- 
sibility of interference with per- 
sonal initiative and freedom." The 
fact that we have Just finished 
fighting a war for the preservation 
of personal initiative and freedom, 
and that thousands of our boys have 
died, fighting in. that cause, should 
deter no one from Joining up. 

Engineers "and scientists will also 
be interested in this quotation Irom 
another publication, written by 
Prof. Scott and co-authors, and en- 
dorsed by the CCF. "The Intro- 
duction of inventions could be con- 
trolled if great displacement of la- 
bour is apt to result." Those stu- 
dents who wish for a return to the 
days of the cave man, can only 
wish that the C.C.F. had been in 
power earlier, so that these labour 
dispensing devices like fam ma- 
chinery, tools, and the like had 
been suppressed at their bii;th. 

Surely there is room for every 
student in this truly great organ- 
ization. What if it is atheUtic, and 
isolationist? What if it did play 
politics when* our country was in 
its most dangerous hour? What if 
it does endanger our personal free- 
dom, and scientific progress? No 
sane thinking stiident should let 
these 'niinor objections keep him 
from offering his full support to 
any C.CJP. Club which should be 
organized In the University. Tills 
is the type of progressive thinking 
which the country has long been 
in heed ofl This is the farsightcd 
leadership which we have all been 
iJoking forward tot May 1 again 
express my most sincere hopes for 
the^ great success of their .project 
to Messrs. Forrest and Pratt, in the 
hope' that actheism, Isolalionism, 
and dictatorship have not passed 
away with the fall of Hitler, but 
may soon blossom forth in tiiis fuir 
country of ours.

This is the feeling preva 
lent among European students at 
present, but the material factors ot 
their lives are going to do much 
to destroy It unless we can bring 
ourselves to the 'realization of how 
absolutely Imperative it is to ren 
der them every assistance and en- 
couragement possible. 

Mr. Blonay quoted a letter he 
received from Mr. Frykholff the 
Norwegian student representative, 
telling of the conditions' under 
which Norwegian studeptii'frc'iry- 
ing to resume their education. They 
lack even sufficient clothing to go 
to school and the housing' opndl' 
tions are appalling— in fact the ma- 
terial condition of these' fttjdents 
is one guaranteed to depress and 
disillusion them^ 

One of the proposed means of 
arousing interest in the ISS cause, 
as presented to us by Mr. Blonay. 
is to bring European students here 
during the winter to speak to stu- 
dents ot our universities and to re- 
late their experiences. He mention- 
ed some ot the other things being 
undertaken by ISS such as an In- 
ternational University Review 
which has already made its first 
edition in French and includes 
articles by professors and students; 
and .the work being done towards 
rehabilitating students at rest 
homes like Chalet Des Etudiants at 
Combloux, France. Another pro- 
jected plan of tht ISS is to take 
American students on tours of the 
European universities in order that 
they may see for. themselves 'and 
realize Just tiic extent' of the dam- 
age which has been incurred by 
academic life in these countries 
and the ISS is also thinking of 
building Students' Houses through- 
out Europe where foreign students, 
that is American students, can 
actually spend some time in 
Europe and live under the 'same 
conditions as the European stu- 
dent. ■ . . ■ 

"Although Europe is In ruins, the 
fact remains thdt people want to 
go there,' 'said Mr. Blonay. "Not so 
much to view the devastation as in 
the 'hope of arriving at a deeper 
comprehension and understanding 
of the reasons which brought about 
the last war." . ^ 

In conclusion of the interview, 
Mr. Blonay. stressed the fact that 
the ISS needs much more support 
now that the war Is over than it 
has ever'nccded before. During the 
war there was a limited field for 
the scope of their endeavori but 
now there, is everything to be done 
-«nd the field for work is limitless. 
It is our responsibility to help and 
we must 'be made to sec this rc- 
sponsibllty. The most discouraging 
obstacle which the ISS has come 
up against is the unwillingness pre- 
valent among American students to 
realize the fact that we cannot wash 
our hands ot the whole European 
situation simply because tlie wai 
has been won. We have won a war 
only Id assume the problem of 
guarding those rights and ideals for

Sugar Research 
To Receive Grants 
From Foundation 

Investigation to .Study 
Preiparation and Effect 
Of the Various Sugars 



New, York, October 15. — New 
grants for research in the field of 
industrial uses - of sugar by the 
Sugar Research Foundation, am- 
ounting to $38,200, .brought the 
grand total to . over $415,875, an- 
nounced Dr. Robert C, Hockett, 
Scientific Director of the Founds- 
tionJ 

Awards will go to eight univers- 
ities and one State experimental 
station. The values of sugar as a 
food, as well as new industrial 
uses will be explored. 

Grants will assist the investiga- 
tion of the preparation and the 
study of the properties ot altyl su- 
crose. The project for preparation 
of glucose, fructose, and sucrose 
derivatives from molasses will be 
aided by grants. 

Study of the effect of sugars In 
preventing or delaying develop- 
ment of liver cancers in rats treat- 
ed with "butter yellow", will be 
carried on with the assistance of a 
grant Preliminary experiments 
have suggested that sugars offer 
protection and this clue will be fol 
lowed up because of possible im- 
plications in the treatment of 
human cancers.' 

By-products of the sugar beet 
and experiments on the relations 
between blood sugar levels, fatigue, 
and the type of breakfast eaten by 
normal people, will also be aided by 
grants. < 

A grant /to study the utilization 
of applied sucrose by mature plants 
and to determine the effects on 
sugar on growth' and development, 
will be awarded. 
' Continuance of experiments on 
the use of molasses -and. sugar in 
making silage from grass will be 
benefitted by a grant.
